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1 . Claims 1 -1 8 are presented for examination, 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the Invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

3. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Nakamura, U.S. Patent No. 4,323,981. 

Nakamura teaches the invention as claimed in claim 1 including a processor for 
handling data of multiple sizes comprising: 

(a) manipulation means (15) for performing a manipulation on an operand, the 
manipulation and operand both being specified by an instruction (col. 10, line 20), the 
manipulation means having a bit width corresponding to a maximum one of the multiple 
sizes (fig. 2; 16 bits), 

(b) manipulation control means (19) enabling only a part of the manipulation means that 
is associated with the data size of the specified operand (col. 6, lines 29-48), and 

further teaches as in claims 2-1 0, 

(c) wherein the manipulation means comprises an arithmetic and logical operation 
means (15) -claim 2, 
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(d) wherein only a part of operation information convey means associated with the data 
size is enabled conveying information such as carry (col. 2, lines 14-44) - claims 3 and 
4. 

(e) wherein only a part of register means associated with the data size is enabled (col. 
14, lines 65-67) - claim 5, 

(f) wherein only a part of a bus driver means associated with the data size is enabled 
(col. 6, line 39) - claim 6, 

(g) wherein only a part of bus latch means associated with the data size is enabled (use 
of latch means to propagate data is well known) - claim 7, 

(h) wherein only a part of extension means associated with the data size is enabled (fig. 
9, select ALUs) - claim 8, 

(i) a RISC type processor (can be any type) - claim 9, 

0) wherein the manipulation control means decode the instruction to obtain the size 
information (instructions providing operand data size is well known) - claim 10. 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Gotou et al taught a method of determining data size from an instruction.. 

5. Claims 11-18 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
